In General 

Seeding of wheat proceeding 
rap:dly throughout the prairie pro- 
vinces and with favorable conditions 
in every district, the indications are 

that a larger area will be put under 
than last year. 

In the prairie provinces and es- 
pecially Alberta sail conditions 
generally are in a satisfactory shape 
with plenty of moisture for germina- 
tion. In the north-eastern area, wheat 
seeding is from 15 p.c. to 25 p.c. 
completed, and all under favorable 
conditions Weather conditions have 
been good throughout, and from 25 
p.c to 35 p.c. of the wheat has been 
seed as an average in the  south- 
ern portion of the province. 

Seeding is general over the three 
prairie provinces, although in some 
portions excessive moisture has re- 
tarded operations .somewhat. 

In Manitoba they are now sowing 
coarse grains and conditions there 
are as early as last year.

BROWNLEE | 


Edmonton—Careful inquiry will be | 
made between now and the next ses- 
sion of the provincial legislative, it | 
is stated by Premier Brownlee, into 
the question of old age. pensions. | 
This will be with a view of deter- 
mining whether or not the ‘Dominion ' 
Act shall be put into force in Alberta | 
and the information will be available 
for the legislature and for the pur- 
poses of the government in deciding 
upon its policy. 

No Commissioner 

As part of the proposed inquiry, a 
canvass will be made of the munici- 
palities throughout the province, in 
order to ascertain the numbers likely 
to be requiring pensions under the 
scheme. The distribution of probable 
costs of such pensions will be natur- 
ally one of the most essential points 
in deciding the question. 

The premier does not think that 
Alberta will follow the example of 
Ontario, which has appointed a com- 
inissioner for a similar investigation.

HoT FORTNIGHTLY 
REPORT ON GRUP 


ISSUED BY DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE ALBERTA, | 
MAY 12th, 1928 


Seeding of wheat is from sixty to 
per cent. completed in 
the southern part of the province and 
from thirty-five to fifty per cent in 
central and northern sections and 
spring work is proceeding under 
ideal conditions, according to tele- 
graphic reports received by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

In a number of districts early 
sown wheat is well above the ground 
and a start has been made with the 
seeding of coarse grains. All reports 
indicate that the soil is in excellent 
condition as regards moisture. This 's 
especially true of the central part of 
the province where rain and snow 
during the past week somewhat de- 
layed spring work. Seeding of wheat 
is general throughout the Peace River 
country with sixty to eighty per cent 
completed in a number of districts 

Increase in Acreage 

Reports from a number of districts 
in the province indicate that the 1928 
wheat acreage will show an increase 
of from five to fifteen per cent. over 
that of last year, with very little dif- 
ference in the coarse grain acreage 
except in localities in which spring 
work has been unusually delayed. 
The wheat acreage of the province 
will be limited to some extent by the 
small amount of fall plowing done 
last year, but in many cases this will 
be more than offset by the large acre 
age summer fallowed and newly

J. LATCH, SECTION FOREMAN AT 
FABYAN, TURNS AUTO IN 
FRONT OF TRAIN 


On Wednesday morning last, soon 
after four o'clock a.m., Mr John 
Latch, who for many years has been 
section foreman for the C.N.R., sta- 
tioned at Fabyan, met death at the 
level crossing immediately west of 
Fabyan depot. 

From information to hand, it ap- 
pears that the deceased had arisen 
early for the purpose of taking some 
machiné repairs to his brother on 
the farm a few miles south of Fab- 
yan. 

Auto at Depot 

He was accustomed to keep his 
automobile at the back of the de- 
pot, and it was this mode of travel 
he used. The car had the side cur- 
tains on. Mr Latch knew that a west 
bound freight was due about that 
time, but as the train was running 
a few minutes late, possibly consid- 
ered that it had passed. He started 
out from the back of the building 
and just got to the crossing (only a 
short distance west) when he turn- 
edi right into the front of the train 

Wife Saw Crash 

Mrs Latch, who heard the whistle 
from the engine, although the wind 
was blowing very strong from the 
west, looked from the window of the 
depot, and unfortunately saw the 
whole happening. The engineer kept 
the whistle blowing short toots, but 
presumably on account of having the 
side curtains on the car'and the 
wind being so strong, the unfortunate 
man was not aware of his ‘danger. 

Sergt. Stewart, A.A.P., and Acting 
coroner Dr Mackenzie, were. both 
notified at Wainwright, and immedi- 
ately left for the scene of the disas- 
ter. After viewing the scene, and 
hearing the’ facts of the occurrence 
it was decided that an inquest was 
unnecessary. The unfortunate victim 
was literally cut to pieces, while the 
car was a total wreck 

Funeral on Friday 

On Friday morning, the Rev 
Murphy, of St Luke's church 
ducted the funeral service 
church, at which a very large con- 
gregation of sympathisers and 
friends attended, after which inter- 
ment was made at Wainwright ceme- 
try.

FIELD MANAGER McNABB GETS 
UNDER WAY TO OPEN 
1928 DRILLING 


Work in the oil field has seen the 
opening of the drilling season this 
week, the first crew to start “running. 
‘er down" being the boys at the In- 
terior site under the direction of Mr 
J. C. McNabb. 

Driller Berray and his merry men 
(Ed Ganderton and J. Adamson) 
started at the 2002-ft. depth on Mon 
day morning, and ‘have been smoothly 
driving down each day since with 
their eight-inch bit. They have the 
gas all shut off from the well and 
piped away and all surface water has 
been cemented out, so that this com- 
pany look to be “sitting pretty” for 
a real oil well in’ the very near fu- 
ture (possibly before these lines are 
read) and in any case before the sea 
son is very far advanced. 

Casing Has Arrived

DIPHTHERIA CAN 
BE PREVENTED 


Diphtheriar is caused by the poi- 
son or toxin produced by the diphth- 
eria germs lodged in the human body 
usually in the throat and nose. 

When this toxin attacks the body, 
‘the latter seeks to protect itself, and 
it does so by producing diphtheria 
antitoxin or anti-poison, which coun 
teracts or neutralizes the toxin. It 
this occurs quickly enough and a 
sufficient quantity is produced, 
body wins and recovery results. Not 
only does recovery take place but 
something happens inside this human 
body which enables it, in most cases, 
to prevent a second attack of the 
disease.

These substances are not devel- 
oped at once; it takes several weeks 
| for this to occur, but after the 
development has taken place, the 
; person is immunized or protected 
; against diphtheria, just as he would 
have been had he had an attack of 
‘the disease.

CANADIAN BRIEFS 


For the conveyance of° mail in 
Canada, 37,547 miles of railways ar2 
used of which 22,000 miles belong to 
the Canadian National Railways. The 
mail mileage used daily by the Post 
Office Department is 128,499. 

Nineteen carloads of beef cattle, 
418 heads, were shipped’ recently 
from Ashcroft, British Columbia, on 
the Canadian Netional Railways, to 
j Toronto, Ontario. This was the larg- 
est shipment of cattle from that part 
of British Columbia to eastern Can- 
ada. 

The total stand of timber in Can- 
ada, including all species, both hard- 
wood and soft wood, and without re- 
gard to their accessability, is placed 
at 242,127,000,000 cubic feet. 

During last year a total of 456 new 
manufacturing establishments were 
located on the lines of the Canadian 
National Railways. These new plants 
jivolved a capital expenditure more 
than $44,000,000. In addition, 103 
concerns already located on the lines 
of the National system made addi- 
tions to their plants at an estimated 
€ .penditure of $29,000,000. 


CONTROL CAMPAIGN 
AGAINST MOSQUITO 


Communities that suffer from in- 
festations of the mosquito at the 
opening of the summer months may 
largely overcome the difficult by 
carrying out a general campaign ‘of 
control. The entomological Branch of 
Agriculture at Ottawa has been 
working on this problem for several 
years and has taken an active part 
in campaigns that have brought re- 
lief from the pest which for many 
years appeared in troublesome num- 
bers. In a new circular on the sub- 
ject, Number 62 of the Department 
of Agriculture at Ottawa, it is re- 
commended that public-spirited indi- 
viduals who wish to control a local 
mo: quito pest, should form a com- 
mittee and endeavour to arc'se pir 
lic iuterest in the project througi. 
the press, by lectures, ar! ‘4. othe 
wtys. This appears to we “ecessary 
in orev to secure the co-ore: ction 
of ‘he putlic and the n:eded finan- 
cial assistance.” 


Breed in Stagnant Pools 

The next step is to locate the mos 
quito breeding areas which gener- 
ally consist of temporary or semi 
permanent pools of stagnant water. 
Pools that are suspected should be 
examined carefully by passing a 
strainer through the water collect- 
ing the larvae, which when present 
are easily visible when placed in a 
white vessel containing water. Hav- 
ing discovered the breeding places 
the next step is to apply oil to the 
pools. This naturally spreads itself 
in a fine film over the entire surface 
destroying the larvae. The circular, 
which is obtainable from the Pub- 
lications Branch of the Department 
gives explicit instructions for doing 
this work.
